Quadros’ northeast aid plan pits 
American dollars against the dan- 
ger of Castro or Communist influ- 
ence spreading in one of Brazil’s 
most wretched areas. Floods and 
droughts there have left an esti- 
mated 242 million peasants on the 
verge of starvation. Even in good 
times, these peasants live a mud- 
hut existence with sparce wages. 


Quadros gets his funds from a 
double-barreled U.S. device that 
provides Brazil with the wheat it 
needs for 1961 and also channels 
funds into social development for 
the northeast. 


NOT OUTRIGHT AID 


It works this way: Brazil buys 
$170 million worth of U.S. surplus 
wheat. The United States keeps 
only 15 per cent of this in local 
currency to be applied to things 
like U.S. Embassy expenses in 
Brazil. The remainder is pured 
back into Brazil in the form 
of outright grants or long-term 
loans. 


The wheat-and-money agree- 
ment was signed last December 
to tide Braziel over a_ scrious 
wheat shortage. Another pact in- 
volving $70 million was signed 
last month, when Quadros also 
got new U.S. credits totaling $338 
million. Washington arranged a 
$500 million debt payment stretch- 
out at the .same time. 


The $34 million aid fund will be 


used to improve housing and to 
_ provide sanitary facilities, schools 
~ and hospitals. 


Quadros is considering some 
form of action to combat radical 
land reform demands from the 
northeast peasant leagues.

Over-All Planning 


Prevention of blight is certainly less 
costly than to pay the price of complete 
decay. Thus the study to be made of a 
northwest Atlanta area cooperatively be- 


“ tween citizens and the city’s urban re- 


newal planners is an experiment well 
worth watching. 


The area is in need of rehabilitation 
and can be rehabilitated. What is done 
there could become an example and pat- 
tern for other areas whose residents do 
not want to become engulfed by blight. 


In the current Central Atlanta Asso- 
ciation Newsletter, Sy Gordy again points 
out that not enough is being done to de- 
velop an over-all plan for renewal and 
rehabilitation. There are hundreds of 
areas that already are slums or on the 
verge of becoming such. An orderly pro- 
gram to deal with the total problem still 
is lacking. 

Mr. Gordy calls attention to the fact 
that federal machinery to guide the com- 
munity-wide approach is the Commu- 
nity Renewal Plan. It identifies on a 
city-wide basis “the nature and de- 
gree of blight, types of renewal action 
needed. . . . It provides a framework for 
delineating and programming various 
types of projects, involving clearance, re- 
habilitation and/or conservation.” 

The longer adoption of such an ap- 
proach is put off, the bigger Atlanta’s 
problem will become.

Relaxing Trade Barriers 
Is a Two-Way Street 


Relaxation of trade barriers to promote 
a freer interchange of goods between na- 
tions has been the objective of American 
policy for a number of years. Protection- 
ism which restricts imports also has the 
same effect on exports, thus lowering the 
total volume of trade. 


Special circumstances sometimes alter 
the picture as was the case with Western 
Europe in the years following the war. 
Then these countries, short of currencies, 
restricted imports and made a big push 
to sell goods abroad to earn funds and 
credits. This included controls and quotas 
on dollar imports. Many such restrictions 
still exist. 


It is worthy of note, therefore, that 
the British Board of Trade further is re- 
laxing restrictions against American 
goods on Aug. 1 this year. Controls on 
dollar imports of canned fruit will be re- 
moved and other restrictions liberalized. 


In view of the U.S. balance-of-pay- 
ments problem, this is good news. If other 
nations with unjustified barriers will fol- 
low suit, the United States will be as- 
sisted in solving its problem without re- 
sorting to further restrictions to safe- 
guard the dollar’s position. It is not too 
much to expect of Western European na- 
tions which the United States helped 
back to prosperity during their days of 
need.

Dividends Would Flow 


From Police Academy 


Establishment of a Georgia police 
academy, as advocated by Public Safety 
Director William P. Trotter, is a goal 
worth shooting for. 


It should be mandatory for every po- 
lice officer in Georgia to obtain the type 
of training Col. Trotter has in mind. 
Some of them already do through a pro- 
gram set up by Atlanta Police Chief 
Herbert Jenkins. But there is nothing 
compulsory about it. Too few communi- 
ties avail themselves of the oppor- 
tunity to send law enforcement offi-

cers here for training nor is the Atlanta 
Police Department sufficiently equipped 
to take care of the training needs for 
every officer in Georgia. 


So the logical answer is a Georgia 
police academy supported by the state 
with some financial assistance from each 
community that sends personnel to it for 
schooling. 

This would lead to better law en- 
forcement. An important factor in favor 
of the proposal is reflected in a state- 
ment by Charles E. Weeks, special agent 
in charge of the FBI office here, at a 


meeting of Georgia peliee-chiefs,_.___ 


“It is unfortunate,” he commented, 
“that police officers gain attention only 
when things go wrong. So many of the 
situations we face today become inter- 
national incidents.” 


Training to cope with any situation is 
the key to preventing things from going 
wrong and to improve the national image 
of officers in those communities where 
poor enforcement tactics now exist.

so that juvenile offenders would not be 
put into jails with hardened criminals. 


To reach the degree of effectiveness 
it should, the commission ought to super- 
vise training schools. Improvements have 
been made since the Milledgeville State 
Hospital. was divorced from the Welfare 


department. It stands to reason that the 


same could hold true with training 
schools. 


It also stands to reason that a Welfare 
department that cannot do an adequate 
job of administering distribution of sur- 
plus food, which surely should be a wel- 
fare function, cannot do a bang-up job of 
curbing juvenile crime, which should not 
be a welfare function in the first place. It 
should be the responsibility of an author- 
ity or commission whose members con- 
centrate solely on such duty rather than 
being left to an agency whose efforts are 
of a scattergun nature.

New British Envoy 
Is Kennedy Friend 


WASHINGTON—A new and far more casual- 
oe ly personal diplomatic link between Britain and 
ee the United States is now being prepared; in the 


thin person of David Ormsby-Gore. Sir Harold Caccia, the queen's 
ambassador here since late 1956, is going home to become permanent 
undersecretary at the foreign office. When his tour here ends, there 
will end also a long and friendly, but also highly proper and ‘“‘correct” 
relationship between British Prime Minister Macmillan’s govern- 
ment and the old Eisenhower administration. 


Macmillan made a good deal of 
his political success in England 
on the fact that he had been a 
wartime associate of Eisenhow- 
er. From first to last he was a 
sort of British ‘Citizen for Eisen- 
hower.”’ 

The prime minister never made 
any bones that he was ‘‘an Eisen- 
hower man,” in much the spirit 


-of-these Democrats_here who be- 


came ‘Eisenhower Democrats.” 
Never had a British leader so 
frankly hitched so much of his 
own political career to an Ameri- 
can’s friendship. 

But in diplomacy the Eisenhower 
administration played by the old 
rules. So, while Macmillan him- 
self could pick up the telephone 
any time and speak to Eisenhower 
personally, the British ambassa- 
dor here, Sir Harold Caccia, was 
expected to transact British busi- 
ness on the whole only through 
the secretary of state—‘‘at his 
own level’ as they say in the 
diplomatic trade. 

There was, moreover, a certain 
fittingness in this. For Sir Har- 
old is strictly a foreign office 
type, a career diplomat. Ormsby- 
Gore is a different fellow alto- 
gether. He is not a foreign office 
type. Basically he is a politician. 
A conservative member of parlia- 
ment from Coventry. 

And then, at 43, as against Sir 
Harold’s 55, Ormsby-Gore is- not 
only in President Kennedy’s gen- 
eration but also is a friend from 


way back of the President and 
half a dozen other Kennedys. He 
was a boy growing up in England 
while the President himself was a 
boy living there when his father, 
Joseph P. Kennedy, was Ameri- 
can ambassador in Franklin 
Roosevelt’s time. 


And, oddly, in some ways” 


Ormsby-Goreis_not_unlike Ken- 
nedy. He, too, is gay and sharply 
witty. He, too, is bookish, but also 
immensely ‘‘practical.”” And as 
chief British disarmament nego- 
tiator in all the dreary backs-and- 
forths since 1958, he is also one 
of the West’s most experienced 
men in grappling philosophically 
“with that broeding enigma called

President W8hnedy’s foreign aid program will have to overcome 
considerable congressional suspicion in the weeks immediately ahead. 
This became clear when influential members of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee took the opening of hearings on the program as 
the occasion for critical public statements on the subject. 


The critics should have the 
fairness to balance their corh- 


_plaints about individual errors in 


administration in the past with 
recognition of the positive side of 
the story. Individual instances of 
particular officials who proved 
incapable of executing their jobs 
should not obscure the devotion, 
industry and self-sacrifice that so 
many American foreign aid of- 
ficials -~have shown in all parts 
of the world.

ARGUES ON BERLIN 


This former German capital, 
responsibility for which rests 
jointly with the victorious powers 
in the last war—the United States, 
the Soviet Union, Britain and 
France — lies 110 miles inside 


| Communist East Germany. 


The Russians have been 
threatening to ignore the joint 
responsibility of the four powers 
for Berlin, turn over the control 
of the East German zone to the 
Communist government of East 
Germany, and thus leave to the 
East Germans the power to check 
on the shipment of essential sup- 
plies to the military and civilian 
population of West Berlin. 


President Kennedy argued this 
whole legal and moral question, 
point for point, with the Soviet 
premier for over an hour. He 
concluded his argument by re- 
minding the Soviet leader that 
the United States had twice gone 
to war to prevent Western Europe 
from being overwhelmed, and he 
added that the United States re- 
garded the freedom of West Ger- 
many as essential to the freedom 
of West Europe. 


SIMPLY A FACT 


This was said, not provocative- 
ly, but simply as an objective fact. 
In the discussion that followed 
the ambiguity arose. 


Soviet Union had any right to 
recognize Communist East Ger- 
many as a sovereign government, 
but on the practical question of 
getting the necessary supplies 
through the Communist East Ger- 
man zone to free Berlin. 


He insisted that this was not 
only a right of the Western 
powers, as a result of their con- 
quest of defeated Germany in the 
last war, but a duty to the

As a matter of 
fact, Khrushchev indicated that 
he was not very interested in 
reaching a test ban agreement 
unless it was made a part of a 
general disarmament agreement. 


Accordingly, U.S. officials left 
here without much hope for the 
stalemated U.S.-British-Soviet nu- 
clear testing talks in Geneva, 
which had virtually stopped in the 
hope that President Kennedy and 
Premier Khrushchev could break 
the deadlock. 


President Kennedy told the So- 
viet leader quite explicitly that he 
would not enter into any nuclear 
or disarmament agreement which 
involved a Soviet veto on the 
control of such agreement. 


Khrushchev in turn insisted that 
the Soviet Union would not per- 
mit its interests to be determined 
by international bodies unless it 
agreed with the decisions of such 
international groupings.

The President said that these |

The President warned of 
the danger of miscalculation. 


Khrushchev not only did not 
accept this argument, but added 
that he did not like the word 
‘“‘miscalculation,”’ which he said 
was a misleading ‘Western 
word.”’ 


Once when the going got a 
little rough Khrushchev attacked 
the United States for defending a 
lot of wunrepresentative govern- 
ments. To this, the President re- 
plied that a free vote in the 
Eastern European governments 
might not return an overwhelm- 
ing majority for the parties now 
in power.

he'll be this year. And, well, maybe McDougald can 
hit left-handers if Brown doesn’t come through. But I 
know one of the three will be all right on any given 
day.’’ 


In the course of any season he left a staggering 
number of ancedotal men on base; he is probably the 
greatest teller of unfinished stories since Scheherazade. 
Once a reporter left the ball park press box to go down 
and ask Casey a simple question: ‘‘Who is going to 
pitch the next day’s game?’’ An hour later he returned 
to the press box, somewhat dazed. ‘‘Well,’’ asked a 
colleague, ‘‘did Casey tell you his pitcher?’ ‘“‘He started 
to,”” said the reporter, ‘‘but then he began talking about 
playing under John McGraw and that reminded him of 
the time he was managing Toledo and from there we 
went to the Pacific Coast League. The way I get it, 
tomorrow's pitcher is Christy Mathewson.”’ 


Like vaudevillians of old, he has some favorite turns, 
such as: 


A demonstration of how during prohibition an old 
Pittsburgh player managed to slide into third base 
without breaking his hip flask. 


Or: A reinactment of his famous 1923 World Series 
inside-the-park home run. This once took place in the 
lobby of Milwaukee’s Schroeder Hotel during the 1955 
World Series which he barely won against. the Braves. 
On that occasion, with the audience moved well back, 
he circled the bases (which were the pillars in the hotel 


lobby), then slid expertly into home, just under the 
bar, as his expensive suit of clothes disintegrated. 


Or: A lesson on the rudiments of tagging runners. 
Oné night in a Detroit hotel lobby, Casey declared, 
apropos of nothing in particular, “Best man I ever had 
on tag plays was an athlete I had at Boston. Never 
saw anything like him. Put the ball on you fast and 
never get it kicked out of his hands.”’ 


Casey was now the infielder standing on second base, 
taking an invisible throw as the runner slid into the 
bag. Swiftly sweeping his gloved hand in a wide arc, 
down and up again, Casey explained, ‘‘He didn't try to 
stick the ball on him like a mustard plaster, like some 
do.’ Making a contemptuous noise, Casey demonstrated 
an infielder making a lackadaisical tag. Bang. A foot 
came out of the dust and kicked his glove hand. Casey's 
sad eyes followed the ball up and away, apparently into 
a chandelier. Runner safe. 

“Yes, sir, I never saw anything like him. That guy 
done that to my man in the series you know.”’ (Eddie 
Stanky did to Phil Rizzuto in the 1951 World Series. ) 


Stengel’s repertoire is enormous. When really worked 
up, he can act out an entire double-play, including the 
parts of the two baserunners. 


But a well-developed acting and story-telling ability 
wasn’t enough to score runs. Without victory, this abil- 
ity was subjected to the law of diminishing returns. 
‘“He’s funny to everybody, except those who pay his 
salary,’ was the prevailing opinion. 


Learning the book, and then learning how to apply it 


to a specific situation with resultant victory takes a 
long time. Eventually, the pattern is perceived, and a 
workable personal system emerges; and like all good 
managers, Casey never stopped learning. One of his 
most difficult lessons was to learn that he had to have 
the players to carry out his theories.

U.S. Foulup Aided, 


Junta Chiet Asserts 


By GENE KRAMER 
SEOUL, South Korea (AP) — The intelligence 
chief of South Korea’s military junta said Sunday inade- 
quate and superficial intelligence by the U.S. Army 
helped the May 16 Korean army coup d’etat succeed. 


The overthrown parliamentary 
government might have been 
saved if Americans had “dug a 
little deeper into the Korean situ- 
ation,”” Lt. Col. Kim Chong - pil 
said in an interview. 

REFUSED TO BELIEVE 


“I feel personally that the 
(U.S.) 8th Army’s ignorance was 
due mainly to inadequate intelli- 
gence,” he said. “They refused to 
believe that a strong organization 
with a united front could emerge 
from the Korean army.” 


Kim, 35, who identified himself 
as one of the nine original plan- 
ners of the coup, is a brother-in- 
law of Maj. Gen. Pak Chung-hi, 
chief coordinator of the conspir- 
acy. 


Kim said his advice to America 
in the future is: “Develop a 
broader base of understanding 
with the Korean people. Know- 
ledge now is just superficial, 
based on limited information from 
a very few high-ranking persons. 

“High U.S. officials, such as 
the chairman of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff come here, but their con- 
tacts are limited to a very few 
persons,” Kim added, referring 
to the visit in early May by Gen. 
Lyman L. Lemnitzer. 


“When the American govern- 
ment invites Korean people to 
America, it is limited to just a 
few people at the top, who are 
corrupt,” said Kim, who took 
paratroop training at Ft. Benning, 
Ga., in 1951. 

“Every single Korean knew the 
degree of corruption in the 
(ousted) John Chang govern- 
ment,” supported by the United 

There was no immediate offi- 
cial reaction to his comments 
from U.S. officials. They recalled, 
however, that the young colonel 
figured in a running battle in the 
past year with U.S. Gen. Carter 
B. Magruder, the U.N. command- 
er in Korea, over efforts of young 
officers to oust their superiors as 
corrupt. Magruder considered this 
a serious threat to Korean army 
discipline and issued public state- 
ments against moves by Col. Kim 
and others. 


One US. Army official said 
privately: “It is a sad state of 
affairs if you cannot trust and are 
forced to maintain internal intel- 
ligence on people whom you have 
rescued from oblivion and have 
worked with for 15 years.”’

Attack Plot 
Laid to U.S. 


MIAMI (UPI)—The Cuban gov- 
ernment radio charged Sunday 
that the United States is prepar- 
ing an armed intervention of the 
Dominican Republic by U.S. Mar- 
ines. 


The radio broadcast monitored 
here said that the Marines and 
ships were being readied for the 
intervention ‘“‘whose real objec- 
tives are hidden under humani- 
tarian concern expressed by U.S. 
State department spokesman Lin- 
coln White” for the fate of the 
5,200 Americans on the island. 


“Contending that its nationals 
are in danger has always been 
one of the Yankee pretexts for in- 
tervening directly in other na- 
tions of our continent,” said the 
broadcast. 


The government radio quoted an 
editorial in the Cuban newspaper 
““E] Mundo” which said the prin- 
ciple of non-intervention was ‘‘one 
hundred years in coming into ex- 
istence”’ and was based on a pact 
signed by the United States. 


“If we permit these accords to 
be violated, when will we: ever 
obtain another, and what value 
would it have?” asked the news- 
paper. 


“The United States does not 
care in the least what happens to 
the Dominicans murdered or tor- 
tured by President Balaguer’s 
agents, just as it was not inter- 
ested even in the deaths of the 
20,000 Cubans murdered in Cuba 
under the Batista tyranny.

LOS ANGELES (AP) — An as- 
sociate of ex-gambler Mickey Co- 
hen was riddled early Sunday by 
shotgun blasts which tore into his 
face, neck and shoulder as he 
drove away from a local bar, po- 
lice said. 


The victim, Max Tannenbaum, 
49, was reported in serious condi- 
tion at UCLA Medical Center. 
Doctors said he may lose an eye. 


MENTIONED AT TRIAL 


Tannanbaum’s name was men- 
tioned two -weeks—ago—at : 
income tax evasion trial by night- 
club owner Bernard (Happy) 
Koomer, one of a string of wit- 
nesses who testified to loaning 
Cohen large sums of money in ex- 
change for an interest in his un- 
published life story. 


Witnesses told police they saw 
two men peer into Tannenbaum’s 
car shortly after he entered the 
bar around midnight, then disap- 
pear in the darkness. 


Two shots from a nearby park- 
ing lot felled Tannenbaum as he 
slid behind the wheel of his car 
after walking outside with bar 
owner Max Lerner about 12:45 
a.m., officers reported. Then wit- 
nesses saw a 1956 or 1957 sedan 
with its lights turned off roar up 
an alley, police were informed.

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Dims Hope, 
Graham Says 


LONDON (UPI) — American 
evangelist Billy Graham said Sun- 
day he sees little hope for suc- 
cessful summit talks as long as 
the Soviet government is atheistic. 


Referring to the Vientia meeting 
between President John F. Ken- 
nedy and Premier Nikita Khrush- 
chev, Graham said in a telephone 
interview, ““We shall never have 
peace if we rule .out God and 
Christ who is—as far as I am 
converned—the Prince of Peace.”’ 


Asked what hope that gave the 
world as long as atheistic com- 
munism holds sway in Russia, 
Graham said: 


“‘As long as that country ignores 
God in its international dealings, 
there is little hope for peace. 


“If Khrushchev and Kennedy 
would just get down on their 
knees before God, a new atmos- 
phere would inspire the negotia- 
tions.”’ 


PARIS (AP) — Air Force in- 
vestigators sifted hundreds of 
yards of crater-pocked French 


farmland Sunday for clues to 


what caused the crash of a U.S. 
B58 Hustler bomber which flew 
from New York to Paris less than 
two weeks ago in 3 1-3 hours. 


The swept-wing, four-engirie jet 
slammed into the ground Satur- 
day, moments after flashing past 
20,000 persons watching an air 
show at Le Bourget Field. The 
crew of three were killed. On 
May 26 the bomber—which could 
fly at twice the speed of sound— 
set a record with a different crew 
for the New York-Paris hop: 3 
hours, 19 minutes 41.5 seconds. 


Within three hours of the fiery 
crash, a special U.S. Air Force 
investigation team arrived from 
London. The site, about six miles 
from Paris, was cordoned off. 
Lights were set up, and investiga- 
tors worked through the night. 


The Air Force declined comment 


on the investigation until the facts 
are examined and a report is sent 
to Washington. 


A special ceremony for the 
crew was held’Sunday as the 15- 


nation air show concluded under 
a cloud of gloom. A helicopter 
flew over the main crater at the 
crash site, and a small bouquet 
of flowers was dropped. The Hus- 
tler had come here for the air 
show, commemorating the Lind- 
bergh flight of 34 years ago, when 
the New York-Paris flight took 
33% hours. 


One theory on the crash in air 
show circles was that the Hustler 
had lost power from one of its 
four turbo-jet engines and the 
pilot, Maj. Elmer E. Murphy of 
Poseyville, Ind., gallantly flew 
the plane in a fatal maneuver 
away from the nearby villages of 
Goussainville and Louvres.

Klemperer’s approach is fast- 
er than Furtwangler’s but slow- 
er than Toscanini’s, a_ little 
closer to Furtwangler’s, per- 
haps. Kliemperer’s Beethoven 
has stateliness as well as ex- 
citement, dignity as well as 
power. With Toscanini and Furt- 
wangler dead, there is no one 
today—with the occasional ex- 
ception of Bruno Walter—who 
conducts Beethoven nearly as 
well as Klemperer.—GRG.
